OUR  ASSOCIATION. 

f|HE  chief  work  of  our  Associa- 
tion is  the  bringing  of  young 
^|  men  to  the  service  of  Christ, 
and  the  promotion  of  their 
welfare  by  mutual  assistance  and  en- 
couragement in  temporal  as  well  as  in 
spiritual  things.  Our  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is 
non-sectarian  and  endeavors  to  embrace 
all  denominations;  accomplishing  work 
that  is  beyond  the  power  of  the  church- 
es. It  aims  to  give  a  standard  of  man- 
liness and  purity,  which  shall  lead  to 
the  highest  life  of  college  men  in  their 
college  work. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion are  held  each  Tuesday  at  7  P.  M. 
It  is  the  effort  of  our  officers  to  secure 
the  best  speakers  obtainable  for  these 
meetings,  and  to  make  them  so  inter- 
esting as  to  be  worth  the  while  of  ev- 
ery student  to  attend. 

The  Week  of  Prayer  will  be  observed 
this  year  as  usual.  A  speaker  of  force 
and  ability  will  be  secured  to  lead  these 
services. 

In  the  classes  for  Mission  study  three 
courses  are  open  to  students,  namely: 
1.  ''Japan  and  its  Regeneration. "  2. 
Effective  Workers  in  Needy  Fields." 
3.  "The  Healing  of  the  Nations." 
These  courses  are  only  from  8  to  12 
lectures  long,  The  classes  meet  once 
a  week.  Special  attention  has^  been 
given  to  the  selection  and  training  of 
readers  in  this  department.  A  larger 
enrollment  and  greater  awakening  is 
hoped  for  than  ever  before  in  the  great 
cause  of  missions. 
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In  the  classes  for  Bible  study,  four 
courses  are  open  to  all  students.  These 
are  conducted  by  able  leaders  and  we 
urge  you  to  attend  one  of  them.  The 
classes  meet  once  a  week  and  are  ad- 
journed promptly  at  the  end  of  three 
quarters  of  an  hour.  They  are  as  fol- 
lows: 1.  ''Studies  in  the  Life  of 
Christ."  2,  "Studies  in  the  Acts  and 
the  Epistles. "  3.  "Studies  in  Old 
Testament  Characters."  4.  "Studies 
in  the  Teaching  of  Jesus  and  his 
Apostles." 

It  is  the  custom  of  our  Association  to 
send  delegates  to  the  Summer  Con- 
ference at  Asheville,  who  come  back 
bringing  the  ideas  of  experienced  Chris- 
tian workers.  We  trust  even  a  larger 
number  may  have  this  great  opportunity 
in  future  years. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  things 
which  our  Association  attempts  to  ac- 
complish, and  it  depends  upon  you,  the 
students  of  our  college,  how  far  these 
objects  will  be  attained.  We  invite  you 
to  join  with  us  in  the  great  work  which 
we  are  trying  to  do  in  the  Master's 
name.  "Come  with  us  and  we  will  do 
thee  good."

Whatever  you  do,  be  sure  to  partic- 
ipate in  some  undergraduate  activity, 
outside  curriculum  work;  there  are 
enough  interests  in  college  to  meet  the 
inclinations  of  every  one.

THE  HONOR  SYSTEM. 

MONG  the  most  prized  assets  of 
William  and  Mary  are  her  tra- 
ditions, and  most  yaluable  of 
these  traditions  is   the   Honor 


System.  We  do  not  deem  it  necessary 
to  attempt  to  explain  what  this  means, 
Suffice  it  to  say,  the  Honor  System,  is 
the  basis  of  our  student  organization, 
and  that  it  presumes  every  student  to 
be  a  gentleman,  and  to  conduct  himself 
in  an  honorable  and  upright  manner  in 
all  phases  of  student  life.  All  class 
work,  whether  written  or  oral  is  sup- 
posed to  represent  the  honest  effort  of 
each  individual  man  and  to  all  examina- 
tions and  other  written  work  such  a 
pledge  must  be  attached.  Your  word 
given  to  the  professors  will  be  accepted 
implicitly,  and  your  pledge  never  ques- 
tioned. Not  only  does  this  apply  to 
examination  and  class  work,  but  in 
every  branch  of  college  life  you  are 
supposed  to  exhibit  the  spirit  of  truth 
and  honor  that  characterizes  the  true 
gentleman. 

The  Honor  System  is  supported  and 
enforced  by  the  students  themselves. 
Any  infraction  should  be  reported  to 
the  Executive  Committee  composed  of 
the  student-body  officers  and  representa- 
tives from  the  various  classes,  and  they 
will  immediately  investigate  and  bring 
the  matter  before  the  student  body,  by 
whom  the  violator  will  be  dismissed 
from  the  college.  The  Honor  System 
is  the  greatest  pride  of  William  and 
Mary,  for  we  think  that  on  such  a 
principle  rests  the  nobility  of  a  man's 
character  and  the  usefulness  of  his 
career.
